OVERVIEW OF THE PROJECT 

The Site Identification Study was undertaken by the Faculty of 
Environmental Studies, York University, on behalf of the Waste Management 
Branch, Ontario Ministry of the Environment (KoE) . The study commenced in 
late May, 1979, and the final report was prepared in late October, 1979. 
The field Identification program was conducted between June h and September 
7, 1979, involving ten graduate student researchers. In addition to the 
Study Coordinator, Dr. Jack B. Ellis, four other faculty members were 
involved in preparing the students for the field work and in reviewing 
their reports on a regional basis. 

The purpose of the study was to identify, insofar as was feasible, all 
sites that were used for waste disposal prior to the time of introduction 
by the MoE of certification procedures for such sites. In most areas, 
this means sites used prior to 1971- In addition, sites used at any time 
without the knowledge of the Ministry were also to be included. Although 
in some cases, the MoE had some knowledge of the existence of early waste 
disposal sites, the study also endeavoured to ascertain as much as possible. 
A survey form provided by MoE was designed to record, in the ideal case 
where informants could be found who had the necessary knwoledge, as much 
detail about early waste disposal sites as there is about current certified 
sites. A single system of information storage and retrieval could thus be 
implemented for all waste sites, current and past. 

The requirements of the field work phases of the study were to 
identify the older waste sites, and to gather as much information as possible 
on them wi thout requiring direct site investigations, such as boring, 
digging or other testing. On the other hand, all sources of secondary 
information were to be used, such as local officials and residents, archives, 
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files and visual observation of the sites.

In all of the above 38 Counties, United Counties and Regional 
Municipalities, there are some 613 separate municipalities and many 
thousands of industries. The approximately 620 person-days of field 
research, coi nc ident ial 1 y , was approximately equal to the number of 
municipalities. In all, the researchers travelled nearly 120,000 
kilometers in their search for old waste disposal sites and information 
concerning these sites. 

While the separate sections of this report will provide details of the 
process used, the numbers of sites and some general comments, we note here 
the totals by MoE Region:

By no means all of the above sites were completely unknown to the 
Ministry. Some identification was found in files at district offices - 
usually just a location, occasionally a few details - for 7^0 of the sites 
identified, or about 67% of the sites. 

The objective of the Site Identification Study was not to evaluate or 
assess the degree of hazard or other problems that any individual site 
might pose. Rather, it was intended as a first identification of sites, on 
the basis of which priorities could be set by the Ministry for a second 
phase of testing, followed by a third phase of remedial action as necessary. 
York University's study was thus a part of the first phase only of such a 
process. Nevertheless, to aid the Ministry in proceeding further, two 
steps were taken. First, any evident serious problems were reported 
promptly to the district officials of MoE by the researchers. Very few of 
such reports were necessary, and they are noted in the later sections. 
Second, it was decided to provide a listing of brief summary characteristics 
of al 1 si tes. 
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A fuller discussion of the adequacy of the coverage of the four regions 
is provided later in this section, but a few points are noted now. It 
was not expected to be physically possible to cover every portion of the 
whole area at the required intensity to identify definitively all possible 
sites. We set ourselves the objective, however, of covering the whole 
area in enough detail to determine what more needed to be done to truly 
complete a site identification process. There were several areas where a 
number of small municipalities were not contacted, virtually all in 
thinly-populated rural areas such as Haliburton, Simcoe, Bruce and Grey 
Counties and some south-eastern areas such as Renfrew County. We suggest 
that these areas are likely to be unproductive of old sites or problems 
therewith. More important gaps lie in three areas: coverage in the 
Metropolitan Toronto area, which is suggested for treatment as a special 
case; coverage of industrial sites in and adjacent to Metropolitan Toronto 
and the "industrial horseshoe", for which a special process is proposed; 
and coverage of the three counties in the Peterborough District, suggested 
for straight- forward follow-up. 

Our more detailed descriptions of the research in each county and 
MoE District follows this section. To appreciate all available details 
on any specific site requires an examination of the relevant original 
survey form, keyed to the county location maps. These are provided in 
separate folios. The remainder of this section provides fuller comments 
on some of the overall findings of the study, with some recommendations for 
proceeding further on the gaps noted above. 



GENERAL APPROACH TO I DENT I Fl CAT I OK 

The starting point for our researchers was, in each MoE District, 
the District Office of the Ministry. There, the researchers discussed the 
general status of the knowledge available in files and other correspondence 
regarding older waste sites falling within our terms of reference. In each 
case, the researchers were directed to follow in-offlce practices suggested 
by the District. Usually, they were to make direct contact with the 
municipalities to document municipal and private sites. Through this 
process, they were to become familiar with the area and with local informants, 
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sufficient to aid them in following up with searches for sites used 
for disposal of industrial wastes. Contacts with industries were 
pursued only with the knowledge and consent of the relevant Industrial 
Abatement Officer. 

All District Offices had some basis of information concerning 
older waste sites. Some districts had conducted a complete survey of 
all municipalities in their areas, requesting information on older 
sites and had followed up with telephone calls on other contacts to 
ensure complete response, even if the response was that no such sites 
existed or were known to the municipality. Others had contacted only 
the larger or more important municipalities. 

The degree of detail received varied widely. The phrase "identi- 
fied in MoE files" will appear frequently in the later sections of this 
report, and the reader must realize that there is a wide range on the 
amount of available information about site so "identified". In most 
cases, the sites were listed with a general location, such as street 
intersections or lot and concession identifier. In a few cases, there 
would only be a note that a particular municipality contained such a 
site. In some cases, however, the Ministry or the municipality had 
already investigated or tested the sites, and much more information was 
available on file. The present survey was greatly facilitated in such 
cases, although further effort was usually necessary in the attempt to 
obtain all data called for by the study survey form. 

Frankly, there were few if any cases where the complete details 
called for by the survey form could be obtained from informants and a 
site observation. Such items of data as depth of waste and level of 
the ground water table are most frequently absent. More serious is the 
frequent lack of information on the type and composition of wastes in 
the site. The cases causing some concern are those where municipal and 
industrial wastes were disposed of in the same site. It is rare to 
find an informant who could say what type of industrial wastes were 
deposited in an older site, or even what proportion they might be of 
all wastes. Occasionally, an identification of an industrial user 
could be made, sometimes with the period of use. More often, our 
researchers discovered only that "there might be some drums of something 
a few feet under", or some similarly vague reply. This situation is not 



surprising in view of the time interval that has passed, the lack of 
control and record-keeping that prevailed in earlier days, and the 
very small number of possible informants who could have had any 
knowledge, even at the time, of what wastes actually were bei'ng 
deposited in specific sites. 

Our best informants at the municipal level, as noted in the 
individual reports following, tended to be long-service employees 
in roads or public works departments, experienced municipal clerks, 
and older or former council members. Many other persons contributed 
information, however, as noted individually in reports and on the 
survey forms. 

Contacts were generally made with Public Health Offices and the 
Ministry of Natural Resources, with some information being obtained as 
noted. Overal 1, however , such sources were not major contributors of 
i n format i on. 

Local historians were productive contacts in a few areas, but 
true archival research was not found to be productive. Archives 
may show the location of an early industry, but the modern site may be 
impossible to find and it may or may not be where the wastes were deposi 
ted. 



COMPLETENESS OF COVERAGE 

Geographic Coverage : There are two categories of gaps in our coverage 
of the geographic areas included in the present study: 

a) some small rural municipalities were omitted in the South Western 
and South Eastern Regions and in Haliburton and Simcoe, mainly 

as a result of setting priorities for coverage within the avialble 
t ime , 

b) in the Central Region, coverage of only the larger municipalities 
in the three countries of the Peterborough District, the reasons 
for which are noted in detail in the relevant report section on 
the District; and the uneven coverage of areas in Metropolitan 
Toronto, particularly in the City of Toronto, occasioned both by 
our loss of a researcher due to illness and the unusual demands 
of the research in that area. 
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Municipal and Private Coverage : The coverage of such sites, with the 
exception of the second category of geographical gaps noted above, is 
assessed as being fairly complete. Probably no more than another 60 - 80 
sites would be identified if all municipalities noted in (a) above were 
contacted. This number is purely speculation on our part, of course. 
It is unlikely that any serious problem sites would be among them. 
Owing to the dispersed nature of these municipalities and the difficulty 
of contacting their employees, who are often part-time, about 200 person- 
days (or about one-third of the present field effort that produced over 
1,100 sites) might have to be devoted to this coverage. 

The coverage of municipal and private sites in the gap areas 
(b) above are discussed separately, as recommendations in the last 
portion of this section. 

One point that must be noted, and one that will have a dramatic 
(though environmentally unimportant) impact on the number of sites, is 
the minimum of threshold size of site to be covered. As noted earlier, 
our researchers had to depend mainly on identifications made by informed 
local respondents. Most of these sites had been used in some organized 
way in the past. In some cases, they would discover sites fortuitously 
themselves just by driving past them, but virtually all of such sites are 
in the smaller size ranges and usually amount to little more than informal 
roadside trash dumps. In some municipalities, however, highly cooperative 
local respondents identified sites right down to the smaller roadside 
dump. Examples of this are Tiny and West Gwillimbury Townships in 
Simcoe County, where some 25 sites were found in total. Comparing these 
results with other comparable areas suggests that three to four times the 
number of sites usually experienced could be found in such cases. While 
the examples cited may be extremes of their type, it is quite possible 
that a detailed lot-by-lot coverage of the four Regions would turn up 
another two or three thousand small or truly forgotten waste sites. 

Again, we must state that we are fairly confident that few if any 
of this large potential number will turn out to be environmentally 
hazardous. Perhaps the only feasible way of locating any such sites 
that might be potential problems would be through comprehensive remote 
sensing with mul t i -spectral scanning techniques. 



Industrial Coverage : The assessment of the adequacy of our coverage 
of industrial waste sites must be made on an area basis. In the South 
Eastern Region, there are relatively few industrial areas and, with the 
exception of abandoned mining areas (not surveyed in our study), they 
are localized. The Ministry has already taken steps to identify and 
deal with industrial sites in this Region, and we can suggest little 
to add to what is already going on. 

The situation is different in the other three Regions, however. 
In the South Western Region, our researchers contacted a relatively 
high proportion of industries; in the West Central Region, a small 
proportion were surveyed; but in the Central Region our coverage is 
very limited. While we believe that some useful information was 
obtained from the process we followed in the study, we feel that the 
question of track! ng the d i sposal of industrial wastes in earlier 
times should be addressed in a completely different manner. 

We suggest, in more detail in our recommendations section 
below, that a small team be set up composed of persons familiar with 
the variety of technical processes used both currently and in past 
decades in various sectors of industry. 



RECOMMENDATIONS 

1. With respect to filling the coverage gap in the Peterborough 
District, we recommend that an effort similar in approach to that 
followed in our study process elsewhere be mounted to complete the 
coverage of the mun ic ipal i tes not contacted by our researcher. This 
effort might be expected to require 20 to 30 person-days of field 
fork. 

2. With respect to filling in the survey coverage of the City of 
Toronto, we recommend a special effort be mounted. 

The City of Toronto poses a special case. As noted in the report 
on the City, there may be a great number of sites in addition to those 
listed that were landfilled many decades ago. If it is decided that 
all such sites should be identified and described insofar as possible, 
special techniques will have to be evolved since few if any informants 
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will have living memory of the sites. In this case, archival 
techniques will be essential, perhaps based on comparing any available 
time-sequences of urban development maps and topographical maps to 
discover areas that may have been filled, with special emphasis on the 
waterfront, railway or other industrial areas. Up to one person-year 
may be the necessary level of effort. 

We are unable to attach any particular priority to the latter 
portion of this recommendation. Clearly, many sites have been land- 
filled, perhaps partially with garbage; but few will present current 
problems. On the other hand, industries presently or formerly located 
in theCity must have disposed of their waste somehow, and remains of 
earlier sites may not be problem-free. 

3- To complete the coverage of the smaller rural municipalities omitted 
in the present study from shortage of time to cover them, consideration 
should be given to an effort of approximately 200 person-days of field 
work to follow the study process through in these areas. The priority 
attached to this recommendation is relatively low since, as noted 
earlier, there were rational grounds for omitting them in the present 
study. 

4. To address the question of industrial waste disposal in earlier 
times we suggest that a sector by sector approach be taken using persons 
with specific technical backgrounds in industrial processes. Our 
researchers, where time permitted, made a significant start on obtaining 
information, but they had no means of checking the data provided by 
informants or of posing specific technical questions that could elicit 
further information. On the other hand, a small unit of persons to do 
this could be formed from specialists in the most important generic 
types of industrial processes. It would also be important for each 
specialist to know the historical variations in process technology 
in his sector of expertise, so that earlier industrial situations can 
be fully understood. The unit could concentrate on types of industry 
in some priorized sequence, irrespective of geographical location, 
or a diversified unit could concentrate on all industries in a given 
sequence of districts. 
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SUMMARY FOR WEST CENTRAL REGION 
Researchers: Maurice Ford, Jeff Tomlinson 

The researchers compiled information on 21^ sites identified in this 
Region. The predominant physiography includes the Niagara Escarpment as 
well as agricultural lowlands and fruit-growing areas. Considerable indus- 
trial development characterizes this area, with major concentrations of 
heavy industry being located in Hamilton and Niagara, with mixed industry 
in all of the larger urban centres. 

In many of the agricultural areas, old waste disposal sites were small 
and relatively remote from development. In the urban areas, however, sites 
tended to be larger and a significant proportion have had residential or 
industrial development on or adjacent to them. Earlier problems from gas 
migration, particularly in Kitchener, have resulted in most cities having 
already documented former waste sites, and the MoE is aware of these studies. 

As noted in the following sections and site listings, a large number 
of sites identified were already known to the Ministry from earlier inquiries. 
In the Cambridge area, the District Office had had many sites documented 
by a summer student in 1 979 - 

The coverage of municipalities contacted is essentially complete in 
this Region, but further industrial follow-up may be warranted, especially 
around the more densely-developed centres.

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STONEY CREEK DISTRICT 

Regional Municipality of Ham! 1 ton-Wentworth (Maurice Ford and Jeff Tom- 

1 inson, July 5~16, 1979) 

This Region has a population of over 400,000 and represents one of the 
most concentrated areas of heavy industry in Canada. It also has some highly 
productive agricultural lands within its boundaries. There are only six 
municipalities and all were fully covered, along with three industries. 

The Regional Municipality had done a survey of old waste sites in early 
1979, discovering 18 in all. The present study found five more, one of 
which the MoE district already had recorded. The total of sites identified 
is thus 23, of which 19 were known to MoE. Some sites where inert wastes 
were dumped into burned areas of Hamilton Bay are known to MoE, in addition, 
and coverage of these was not duplicated in this study. 

Of the sites identified, 10 of the 13 in Hamilton are under or near 
development, some of which is heavy industry. Site 8022 in Ancaster is the 
site of a school; all k sites in Dundas are fairly close to water and two 
(8023 and 8028) have development nearby, while 8027 near the arena had a 
gas problem formerly. Otherwise sites were relatively unproblemat ic (see 
listing for characteristics in brief).

Haldimand-Norfolk is primarily an agricultural area, with extensive 
acreages of tobacco production. Industry is mixed, and is located in the 
towns of Simcoe, Dunnville, Caledonia and Port Maitland. The City of 
Nanticoke is presently undergoing major industrial and residential develop- 
ment near the Nanticoke Generating Station. 

The mode of research was to approach municipal officials, with the 
results of a survey done on old waste sites by the Stoney Creek Office 
in hand. This 1978 survey identified 32 sites. A total of kl sites were 
finally identified in the present study, including 10 newly identified. 

In addition to gaining information from municipalities and their 
residents, ten industrial firms were directly approached for information. 
Of these, two could not be contacted successfully, and four of the other 
eight reported owning a private site on which wastes were deposited in the 
past. Most municipal sites found were medium to small in size. 

In Nanticoke, six of the nine sites found are relatively close to 
water, 8009 also has a house on site and site 8011 appears to receive recent 
wood wastes. In Haldimand, site 8016 is close to the Grand River and is 
presently a trailer park. All nine sites in Simcoe are quite close to 
development. In contrast, of the nine sites in Delhi, only 0006 has a 
house on site, though 0009 has sharp debris exposed and 0011 has a creek 
on site. In Norfolk Township all five sites seem unproblemat ic.

Regional Municipality of Niagara (Maurice Ford and Jeff Tomlinson, July 18- 

Aug. 1, 1979) 

Although much of Niagara is highly productive agricultural land, 
heavy industry has long been located in Niagara Falls, St. Catherines, 
Wei land and Thorold. Automotive, steel, chemical and paper products are 
dominant. 

All 12 municipalities were fully covered and some 52 sites identified. 
Of these, 21 were not in MoE files previously. In addition, 29 old gravel 
pits or quarries listed by MNR are appended to the survey forms, though 
they were not surveyed owing to lack of time and low likelihood of containing 
much waste material. 

In Niagara Falls, seven sites were identified. One (8038) is now 
near a heliport building; site 8036 is close to an apartment and is gas 
vented; and 8039 is close to a house. Other sites were more remote from 
development. St. Catherines had 11 former municipal sites, all close to 
development and recently several were the subject of special City study 
(0047, 0048, 0051, 0052, 0054). All 3 former municipal sites in Thorold 
have been built upon; 0042 had apparent methane odour and 0044 is gas 
vented. In Wei land, site 8035 is near a police station, and sites 8045 
and 8046 in Port Colborne are near buildings. 

Two of the three Fort Erie sites (8049 and 8050) are near creeks, 
and 8051 is a former municipal site located near Hooker Chemical Co. 
bui 1 dings. 

Of the seven Grimsby sites, 0062 is a school site and OO63 is 
now under a shopping plaza; 8054 and 8055 are near residences and 8053 is 
also close to a creek. Other sites in the smaller and rural municipalities 
are less problematic, as listed. Two rumoured sites in Wainfleet Town- 
ship (lot 24, cone. ; lot 24 cone. 2) could not be confirmed and were not 
surveyed.

Much of Waterloo is a mixed agricultural area of good productivity 
and many self-sufficient farmers. industrial concentrations are located in 
Kitchener, Waterloo and Cambridge and have been established for some time. 
In accordance with this pattern, the cities were found to have the vast 
majority of old waste sites, and relatively few were found in the rural 
areas. All 7 area municipalities were fully covered. 

A total of kS sites were identified, all but two of which were 
known to the MoE. The 2k sites in Kitchener are all under or near develop- 
ment, and a history of problems has lead to their study for the past 
decade. The seven sites in Waterloo are also close to development (on site 
at OO87 and OO89) , but there have been fewer evident problems. Cambridge 
has 12 old waste sites with only 8075 being remote from development. 
Leachate in a ditch was observed near site 8070, a former certified site. 
A large chemical waste site near Elmira was visited but not surveyed, 
since no information could be added to a March 1979 report by MoE.

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County of Wei 1 ington (Maurice Ford and Jeff Tomlinson, Aug. 20-2^, 1979) 

Wellington is a productive agricultural county, with a single main 
industrial centre in Guelph. Fergus has additional industry, but other 
towns are mainly agricultural service centres. 

All 22 municipalities were fully covered, and some 20 sites were 
identified. Eleven of these were not previously recorded by MoE. In 
Guelph, four of the five sites are near riverbanks and fairly close to 
residential development. At site 8101, gas vents are found in nearby 
apartment buildings. 

All of the rural sites had some development within 200 m. though as 
noted in most of the 1 i st ings , th is is typical ly of a low level . S i te 
0100 in Puslinch Township has houses on site; in Arthur, site 8 1 05 is also 
close to a river; and in Marysborough Township, site 8109 is only 20 m. 
from a residence.

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SUMMARY FOR CENTRAL REGION 



Researchers: Glen Taylor, Henry Tom, Dennis Sandor (June, July) 

The reasearchers compiled information on 327 sites identified in 
this Region, of which 161 (or hy%) were not identified in MoE Files, 
In addition, 18 sites were listed but not surveyd due to the illness 
of one researcher. The newl y- i dent i f i ed sites ranged from small rural 
sites to long-abandoned and now built-up sites in urban areas. 

Overall, the coverage of the Central Region in the present study 
must be assessed as the least thorough of the four study Regions. 
The coverage can be considered good on the municipal side except 
in the Peterborough District, Haliburton, the City of Toronto, and 
the Borough of York. The City of Toronto is a special case, as 
noted in the introductory section, and our coverage was affected by 
the premature departure of the researcher involved. 

In much of this Region, municipal government has been extensively 
reorganized in the past decade, which has lead to a turnover of older 
personnel who had the close association with their local areas from 
earlier times. This has slowed the process of finding appropriate in- 
formants to help track down the old sites in areas of rapid urban growth, 
but in most cases success was achieved. The follow up on industrial 
sites in this Region was recognized from the outset as a formidable 
task, arising from the large number of industries. A high proportion 
of these establishments have been studied or regulated already by MoE 
however, and we believe that this will enable complete coverage to be 
achieved eventually. 

In the Peterborough District, decisions made at the district office 
level to tightly control contact between the researcher and local 
officials can be seen, in retrospect, to have limited the extent of 
coverage. As explained in the text introducing the reports from those 
counties, this policy resulted in fewer contacts than elsewhere and 
presumably the missing of many unrecorded sites. Our recommendation is 
to pursue municipal contacts until 100% have been reached with current 
survey techniques.

The northern portions of the Region - Simcoe, Muskoka and Haliburton ■ 
presents a mixed picture of the "cottage country" area and agricultural/ 
urban portions. Many sites used sporadically by cottages and lodges are 
extremely difficult to locate, but few are at all problematic. 
While our coverage of Haliburton was practically nil (see text), we feel 
the low populations and the likely similarity of non-problematic findings 
experienced in Muskoka make it a low priority for further effort. 

Simcoe County produced a number of potential problem sites in Barrie, 
Orillia, Collingwood and Alliston. Most small town sites did not involve 
evident hazards and the associated problems are essentially esthetic. 
Many of the 35 municipalities in Simcoe, all rural townships or villages, 
had not replied to the earlier survey by the MoE Barrie District Office 
and information on 15 of these is still incomplete. 

In the four Regional Municipalities of Halton, Peel York and Durham 
surrounding Metropolitan Toronto, a relatively large number of unreported 
sites were found, and our coverage of these areas was essentially complete 

The survey within Metropolitan Toronto can be considered complete 
for Scarborough, East York, North York and Etobicoke. Our researcher did 
not approach the Borough of York because he understood that the MoE was 
conducting its own survey with them. The City of Toronto was approached 
and a list of former municipal waste sites obtained. While few of these 
could be surveyed before our researcher became ill, all are noted in the 
s i te 1 i st i ng.

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BARRIE DISTRICT 

County of Simcoe (Glen Taylor, late July to early Aug., 1979) 

Simcoe County is a largely agricultural area of nearly 220,000 
population. It has had significant industry only since the 1 960 ' s , and is 
a major cottaging and tourist area. Of the 35 municipalities, some 14 of 
the smaller villages and townships could not be contacted successfully in the 
available time. 

Of the townships that were fully covered, two produced many more than 
the expected number of about two per township. These were Tiny Township, 
where 17 sites were identified and West Gwillimbury with 8. In these cases, 
unusually we 1 1- informed and interested local respondents were able to recall 
minute detail about their areas, leading to coverage of many small sites. 
Some sites were quite small and localized disposal areas or litter sites 
which only a detailed lot by lot search could otherwise reveal. In many 
areas, such lower-order sites have been missed, though their environmental 
significance is almost certainly very low. 

A total of 66 sites were identified, of which 38 were not previously 
recorded in MoE files. Of the 9 sites in Barrie, all are located near 
streams and residential or industrial development. Similarly, 5 of the 
6 Orillia sites are under or near development, as are the four sites in 
Alliston. In Collingwood, the three sites are also close to development, 
but 4115 is quite old, and only 4116 appears to be likely to receive further 
development. Midland and Penetang have sites in parks, as does Stayner. Of 
the 17 sites in Tiny Township, only one (4139) has as much as a house 
within 100 m. , and all other rural sites have similar or greater remoteness 
from development or water, as noted briefly in the site listing. 

Villages not contacted successfully were Coldwater, Cookstown, Creemore, 
and Elmvale; Townships were Adjala, Flos, Mara, Medonte, Nottawasaga, Rama, 
Sunnidale, Tecumseh, Tosorontio and Vespra.

District Municipal i ty of Muskoka 

Provisional County of Haliburton (Glen Taylor, late Aug., 1979) 

Muskoka and Haliburton are characterized by the "cottage country" 
pattern of development. Muskoka has about 36,000 people including three 
towns of over 5,000 population; Haliburton has fewer than 11,000 with no 
center much over 3,000. Summer populations are substantially higher, with 
large influxes of cottagers and tourists, with Muskoka being much more 
intensively developed than Haliburton. 

Owing to its greater population, the Muskoka area was selected to receive 
the majority of the two-week survey time available, which enabled all six 
municipalities to be covered with reasonable completeness. The rugged 
terrain and the distributed nature of most cottage development made most of 
the rural sites hard to locate, often being impossible to reach and always 
time-consuming to track down. Most are quite small dumps with negligible 
impact, and are quickly overgrown when cottagers have waste pickup points 
ava i lable. 

Sites in the towns were generally unproblemat i c as well. Only site 
^029 in Huntsvi 1 le has been built upon, for parking adjacent to shops and 
a gas station. 

Coverage of 3 of the 10 municipalities in Haliburton was attempted, 
but persistent attempts yielded only one contact and one site, which could 
not be found. No doubt with further effort more sites could be identified, 
but they will 1 i kely be scattered and qui te sma 11, in view of the low 
populations and lack of industry.

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PETERBOROUGH DISTRICT 

Counties of Northumberland, Peterborough and Victoria (Glen Taylor, mid- 
June, 1979) 

These counties are considered together, since an unusually low number 
of sites was identified in each. While industry is prominent in Peterborough, 
Coburg, Port Hope and Lindsay, the remainder of these areas are largely 
agricultural, with some tourism being important in the northern portions of 
Peterborough County. 

In all, only 14 sites were identified in the District, with seven 
being not previously recorded in MoE files. This number is unusually low 
since the District Office wished to make the contacts with municipalities and 
then pass on information about site locations to our researcher for follow- 
up. Consequently, a large number of municipalities were not reached: only 
3 out of 19 in Peterborough County; 3 out of 15 in Northumberland County, 
and 1 out of 18 in Victoria County. As noted in the Introduction, it is 
recommended that this coverage be completed using the procedures followed 
in other Districts. 

The three sites in Port Hope (4012-4014) are all on the Ganaraska 
River and have adjacent or on site development, some of which may involve 
AECL wastes. The three Coburg sites (i*01 5-^01 7) are also near water and 
development. In Campbel 1 ford , site ^01 8 is adjacent to the Trent Canal 
and has housing under construction. 

Site 4024 in Lakefield is 100 m. from a creek. In Lindsay, both sites 
(4019 and 4020) are close to development and 4020 is also adjacent to the 
Scugog River.

Durham has about 270,000 people, and is composed of the heavily 
industrialized area around Oshawa, fast growing suburban areas just west of 
Metropolitan Toronto, and quite rural townships to the north. This mix of 
development patterns is reflected in the type and number of old waste sites 
found in the different areas. 

All nine municipalities were covered, with k2 sites being identified. 
Of these, about 1 h were not previously in MoE files. The \k sites in Oshawa 
are all fairly close to development or water or both: site 7099 is large 
and borders a creek and industrial buildings; site 7109 has recent dumps of 
paint or chemical sludge. Site 7077 in Ajax has housing on site, and five 
of the six Newcastle sites (7086-7090) are 50 m. or less to houses or a 
creek. Of the four sites in Whitby, 708^t has been studied by consultants 
for the town and 7082 checked as well. 

In the rural areas, sites were unproblemat ical ly located except for 
1005 in Brock, 20 m. to a factory and 7111-7113 in Port Perry, which are 
near development or the lake.

Halton is a fast growth area of about 240,000 popluation. Industry 
is well established in Burlington and Oakville, but other areas are much 
more rural and were lightly populated until the 1960's. All of the four 
municipalities were successfully contacted and coverage should be essentially 
complete. 

Some 25 old sites were identified, of which 10 were previously not in 
MoE files. In Burlington, the two sites 7054 and 7055 have been under study 
for some time by hydrologies 1 consultants. They are large sites and may have 
received extensive chemical and industrial wastes. Site 7055 has housing on 
site. 

In Oakville, 8 sites were identified, with five located adjacent to 
Oakville Creek (7047-49, 7051, 7052). Site 7048 has a library and 7049 a 
clubhouse built on site. Of Milton's 5 sites, only 7045 has a house nearly 
on site. Site 7042 is gas vented, 100 m. from a school and homes, and 7041 
is part of the Milton fairgrounds. The 10 sites identified in Halton Hills 
show two as apartment sites (7059, 7062) and 7060 as a commercial site. 
Other sites are within 100 m. of housing or a creek.

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Regional Municipality of Peel (Henry Tom, August, 1979) 

Peel is a very fast growing area of over 420,000 people, but its 
industrialization has been relatively recent. It is divided into three 
municipalities: Caledon is still largely rural with some estate development; 
Brampton is a recent ly- i ndustri al I zed city of over 125,000; Mtssissauga is a 
diverse city reorganized from several older municipalities. Coverage of all 
areas is likely complete. 

In all, some 21 sites were identified, with 17 believed not to have 
been known to MoE prior to this study, although the Regional Municipality is 
forwarding MoE a report on old sites. Of the seven Caledon sites, 7021 and 
7024 each have a house on site, and 7022 and 7026 are 100 m. or less to 
homes. Site 7028 in Brampton is adjacent to Etobicoke Creek and is vented; 
sites 7030 and 703 ' are about 100 m. from development. 

In Mississauga, sites 7072 and 7074 are adjacent to the Credit River 
and 7068 is on Lake Ontario. Also sites 7066, 70&9 and 7070 are 100 m. or 
less from development.

The Region of York is made up of suburban and rural municipalities that 
have had significant population growth only since the 1 960 ' s . Industry was 
rare and scattered prior to the 1970's. These factors contribute to a 
relatively small number and size of old sites, though some current ones are 
much larger. 

All nine municipalities were covered in some depth, and a total of 
41 sites were identified. Of these, 32 were not previously in MoE files. 
Five are currently licenced, but have been used for considerable periods of 
time. In Aurora, two of the four sites (7032 and 7034) are within 100 m. of 
housing. In Markham, site 7092 has had methane problems. Three of the four 
Newmarket sites (7013, 7015, 7016) are adjacent to the Holland River. Sites 
7013 and 7015 also have buildings on site; site 7014 is under a parking lot. 
In Richmond Hill, sites 7006, 7008, 7009 and 7010 have development on or 
adjacent to them but no problems are visible. 

The eight Vaughan sites show 5032 with gas vents and visible leachate, 
adjacent to a licenced site. Sites 5031 and 5035 are on the Number River, 
but pose no evident problems. Site 7002 in Wh i tchurch-S touf fvi 1 le has farm 
buildings on site; 7017 in East Gwillimbury may be close to a house; 7036 in 
Georgina is 30 m. from a house. 

Otherwise, characteristics likely to indicate problems are absent.

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Metropolitan Toronto (Dennis Sandor, June-mid July, 1979) 

This is perhaps the most complex area in Ontario to study old waste 
disposal sites. It has the largest population, the largest industrial base 
and a long history. The approach to each area municipality differed, owing 
to their different character of development. York was not approached 
directly, to avoid overlap with an MoE effort. The City of Toronto was 
under investigation by our researcher when he became ill and had to leave the 
project, and 18 of the sites identified were not surveyed. 

In all, 70 sites were surveyed and 18 more are identified in the 
listings. Of the 70, some 19 were not previously known to MoE. 

In East York, some 2k sites were identified, many of which were along 
the Don valley or in ravines. It is expected that a detailed study of 
topographic maps of Toronto between approximately 1860-1930 would reveal 
many unknown ravine sites that have similarly been filled. 

In Etobicoke, eight sites were identified, with the two in King's 
Mill Park (3053, 305*0 showing leachate run-off into the Humber River. North 
York sites have to a large degree been started by private disposal firms and 
more recently turned over to other authorities. 

Scarborough has many park and school sites among the old waste sites 
identified, but those that pose actual problems have generally been dealt 
with by the Borough. 

It is evident from the site listing that virtually all of the sites 
identified are under or near development, and many are adjacent to water. 
Yet few sites posed evident problems that had not been dealt with. While 
there may be additional sites, particularly very old ones in Toronto that 
have long been built over, it is questionable whether information on sites 
of such type are of more than academic interest. If additional effort is 
to be made in the Metro area, it might well be concentrated on discovering 
private industrial sites and on remedying those relatively few municipal 
sites that have problems at present.

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SUMMARY FOR SOUTHEASTERN REGION 

Researchers: Ken Jones, Margaret Warren 

The researchers compiled information on 212 sites identified in this 
Region. The' predominant physiography is limestone plain and Canadian Shield, 
with farming, forestry and tourism being the predominant economic activities. 
These factors lead to a relatively low proportion of potential problems among 
the abandoned waste disposal sites. Aside from a relatively small number of 
problem sites in rural areas, old sites located near urban development were 
mainly found in Cornwall and Ottawa, the largest urban centres. 

The low density of population over much of the Region is reflected in the 
small size of most of the rural sites. In a number of townships no sites were 
identified, suggesting a very low level of waste generation which historically 
had been disposed of on individual farms. 

As noted in the following sections and site listings, a large number of 
sites examined had previously been identified by the Ministry. Most of the 
newly-found sites tended to be small rural waste disposal areas or trash 
dumps, although a number of smaller sites were identified on river banks. 

Despite the vast area, coverage is fairly complete. A dozen or so town- 
ships could not be successfully contacted despite repeated attempts, and are 
noted in later sections. In Renfrew County, only the towns and villages were 
surveyed owing to lack of time near the end of the study period and the low 
populations (average 700) of the areas bypassed.

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KINGSTON & BELLEVILLE DISTRICTS 

County of Hastings (Ken Jones, July 2k - August 9, 1979) 

Hastings has some urban industrial development in the south, rural 
agricultural in its mid-section and mining in the north. Thirty former waste 
disposal sites were identified, all but eight of which were documented 
in the Belleville MoE District Office. Eight abandoned mines and six old 
tailings areas were also noted on the county map, though most are now inac- 
cessible. All 29 municipalities were contacted successfully. 

Two old sites were used by the City of Belleville and are well documented 
in MoE files; 1065 in the City which has an hotel on site, and 1 066 in 
Thurlow Township. In addition, the city engineer believes that an area along 
the shoreline near the anchorage on Front Street may be a former site. 

In the Town of Trenton, the one site (1067) is adjacent to the Bay of 
Quinte and to housing. In the Village of Tweed and adjacent Hungerford 
Township seven sites were surveyed (1073-1079). Five are former domestic 
sites in rural or bush areas; 1076 is an industrial dump for wood materials 
located in a farm and marsh area; 1079 is a former sulphuric acid plant site. 
The latter site showed clearly visible leachate and large patches of bare and 
discoloured ground. Drainage was to two ponds that eventually feed into a 
large resort lake. This site was immediately reported to MoE Kingston Office, 
who are investigating further. Site 1072 in Tyendinaga Township has had 
garbage exposed by Hydro tower construction and was also reported. 

In four cases (sites 1085, 1090, 1091, 109^) lot or concession numbers 
supplied by local informants differed from those in MoE files. Sites 1093 
and 109^ could not be located by site visits. Most other sites were fairly 
remote from development or water bodies, except as noted in the listing.

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County of Frontenac (Margaret Warren, late July - August, 1979) 

Farming, institutional and light industry are the main economic 
activities in Frontenac County. Aside from the City of Kingston and Kingston 
Township, all other municipalities have small populations. 

Some ten sites were surveyed, all of which were known to the MoE 
District Office. In addition, two additional dumps in Portland Township 
(lot 13, cone. 10 and lot 18, cone. 10) were mentioned by local informants 
but could not be located for inspection (noted on form 1099). Howe Island 
Township could not be contacted despite repeated attempts, but the 15 other 
municipalities were successfully contacted. 

Most of the rural sites are small and remote from water or hous i ng , except 909* 
9097 and 9099 as noted in the listing. Two sites were located in the City 
of Kingston. Site 9090 is an incinerator site on Division St. where ashes 
and waste were dumped. Site 9091 (Cotton's Pasture) is in a predominantly 
industrial area where workers installing sewers are reported to have received 
creosote burns while excavating.

County of Leeds and Grenville (Margaret Warren, Mid-July-August, 1979) 

Leeds and Grenville is mainly agricultural with tourism also important. 
Aside from Brockville, with about 20,000 people, only Gananoque, Prescott and 
Kemptville approach a population of 5,000. 

This pattern of low population and lack of industrial concentration 
underlies the finding that most old waste sites are relatively small and were 
used by a single municipality. In all, some 23 sites were identified, of 
which 12 had not been previously recorded by the Ministry. Of the 25 
municipalities, all were successfully contacted except the Township of South 
Gower (pop. 1120) and the Village of Newboro (pop. 2kk) . Information from 
Front of Yonge Township was received too late to follow up. 

In Brockville, two sites (9069 and 9070) were identified. The former 
is presently a baseball diamond located near the bank of a creek and adjacent 
to housing. The latter is partly under Chemical Road and wastes from drug and 
cable manufacturers are reported to have been dumped there. Gananoque 
produced one site, 9071, which had an incinerator operation and which is 
fairly close to water and buildings. 

In Prescott, three sites in close proximity were surveyed as site 9072. 
There is now a high school on part of the site, and a plan of subdivision is 
pending for other portions, on which MoE has commented with specific recommen- 
dations. The one Kemptville site, 9073, is also proposed for townhouse 
development. Two sites in the Village of Westport, 9076 and 9077, are on 
river banks but are quite small. 

In the Township of Bastard, the site 9079 has some uncovered waste on a 
hillside. Also, site 9088 in Rear of Leeds and Lansdowne has uncovered wastes, 
with a house under construction nearby. The old Lyndhurst dump, site 9087, 
also displayed uncovered waste but is 100 m. from the nearest house. 

The remainder of the sites are generally unremarkable, though some as 
shown in the listing are fairly close to water or development.

CORNWALL DISTRICT 

United Counties of Prescott & Russell (Ken Jones and Margaret Warren, 

July, 1979) 

These counties are rural and largely agricultural, and most of the 
former waste disposal sites are small and remote from development and water 
bodies. Some exceptions were found in and around the industrial Town of 
Hawkesbury, where several disposal sites for bark and sawdust were found. 

General information on these was gathered and forwarded to the Cornwall 
MoE District Office for further investigation. 

Some 29 sites were identified, of which all but 13 were on MoE records. 
All 18 municipalities were successfully contacted. 

In Hawkesbury, four sites were identified. Two of these (1045 and 
1046) are domestic waste sites now in vacant bush areas, with 1046 being 
close to housing. The other two are bark and sawdust sites, with 1047 
now public open space and 1048 on a mill property, both near the Ottawa 
River. In West Hawkesbury Township, in addition to two former domestic 
waste disposal sites (1050 and 1051) and an unregistered active roadside 
dump (1052), sawdust deposits were reported in a further site area (1049). 

In the Town of Rockland, one of the two former sites (9037) is on the 
river bank and the other (9038) i s on a vacant lot surrounded by houses. One 
of the two sites (1055) in the Village of Alfred, on MCSS porperty, had 
uncovered waste and was reported to the District Office. 

The two Township of Alfred sites (1053 and 1056) are both close to 
isolated houses and 1053 is part of the hamlet of Lefaive. Of the five 
sites in the Township of Clarence, only one (9044) is of significant size. 
It is near a house. Site 9042 has some uncovered waste. 

One of the two Township of North Plantagenet sites (9046) is near a 
watercourse and housing. Both sites (9050 and 9051) in the Township of 
Russell are close to housing. 

Other than those noted above, other sites in the listing are more remote 
from development and water bodies.

These counties comprise mainly agricultural areas surrounding the 
industrial centre of Cornwall. All 21 municipalities were successfully 
contacted, and a total of 30 sites were identified. Of these, 13 were 
rural and the other 17 were in the City of Cornwall. Most of the latter are 
close to development and some have caused problems, but all are known to the 
MoE and have been appropriately tested. Only two rural sites were unknown 
to MoE. Just four of the Cornwall sites (1024-1027) are old dumps with 
primarily domestic wastes. Another (1028) is more recent and mainly industrial 
The others are old bark deposits which MoE has investigated. It is probable 
that more of these exist but they usually are discovered only when construction 
takes place since they are rarely evident from visual inspection. In addition, 
a war industries site (1029) is being explored with DND. 

Of the rural sites, the one (9027) in the Village of Chesterville has 
uncovered waste dumped over a riverbank. Site 9031 in the Village of 
Iroquois has minor' leachate visible but is relatively remote and not road 
accessible. 

The Township of Finch site (9026) is 60 m. from a house. Both sites in 
Lochiel Township (9032 and 9033) have houses on or near, but gas tests are 
negative. The site 9035 in the Township of Mountain is on a river bank but 
also tests negative. The Township of Osnabruck has one site (9025) used 
for disposal of food sludges and three rumoured sites (not found). 

Otherwise, the rural sites have few problem characteristics.

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OTTAWA DISTRICT 

County of Lanark (Margaret Warren, early June, 1979) 

Lanark County is mainly devoted to agriculture and tourism, with industry 
located in the three towns of Smith Falls, Perth and Carleton Place, which 
are between 5,000 and 10,000 population. All 17 municipalities were success- 
fully contacted, except for the Township of Lavant, Dalhousie and North 
Sherbrooke where the clerk had recently resigned and no details on their four 
sites could be obtained. Aside from the latter, some 17 sites were 
identified and surveyed, of which only 2 were unknown to MoE. 

The four sites in Smiths Falls (9052-9055) are all grouped near the 
Rideau River. They have sparse vegetation and are planned for open space. 
Of the three sites in Perth, 9058 is near a house on land proposed for 
residential development, 9059 is near the river on hazard land and 9060 is 
also close to the river and zoned industrial. In Carleton Place, only one 
site (9057) is identified, an old filled-in quarry on the riverbank planned 
for parkland. 

The site 9056 in Ramsay Township has a cablevision tower on or adjacent 
to It, and is near a house. Both sites (9061 and 9062) in the Village of 
Lanark have houses on or near, and 9061 is on a riverbank in a swampy filled 
area. Two sites, 9063 in Bathurst Township and 9065 in Drummond Township, 
are near the municipal buildings. Site 9066 in Pakenham Township is a very 
old site, in a gully between two houses, containing a creek. 

Other sites were remote and unproblematic.

The Region is made up of a rural agricultural area surrounding the 
large urban centre of Ottawa. Since Ottawa has had relatively little 
industrial development except for sawmills operated many decades ago most 
waste sites contain essentially domestic or commercial wastes. 

All 11 municipalities in the Region were successfully contacted, and 
some ^3 sites were identified. Of these, only 11 were unknown to the 
Ministry. Three are currently operating and certified, and three closed 
sites were earlier certified. 

The main mode of research was direct contact with municipal officials 
and knowledgable residents, and the National Archives were also used for 
information. The latter was extremely difficult to use, since domestic 
dumps were rarely recorded and sawmill locations can only seldom be related 
to present day sites. Three sites were reasonably well located and are 
included. Of the 15 more recent sites in Ottawa, all are near development 
or water bodies, but all are known to the City and MoE. Of the sites In 
the rural and near-urban municipalities, 9001 in Nepean is occasionally 
used as a swimming hole, 9012 in Gloucester Township is about 20 m. from 
houses and a school. Site 9011 in Gloucester has been used as a DND 
chemical dump. 

Otherwise, most sites were unproblemat ic.

County of Renfrew (Margaret Warren, late August, 1979) 

Renfrew County covers nearly 8,000 square kilometers, much of which 
is lightly populated. Four urban centres range between 5,000 and 15,000 
in population and contain some industry. Otherwise, agriculture and 
forestry predominate. 

Owing to lack of time near the end of the study period, not all of 
the 37 municipalities could be contacted successfully. It was decided to 
concentrate on the urban centres and villages, and consequently only six of 
the 25 townships were covered. The average population of those townships 
that could not be reached is about 700, and few sites are likely to be 
found, but these areas should be surveyed for complete coverage. 

Some 16" sites were identified, of which 5 were unknown to the MoE . 
Most sites were small, and many had been used jointly by two or more 
municipalities. Site 9110, in Arnprior, is adjacent to a proposed housing 
development, and both sites 9011 and 9012 in Deep River are near housing. 
Site 9012 is a former DIL/AECL location. In North Algona Township, a 
house is built on site 9124. 

Otherwise, few problems were noted, with site characteristics as 
noted briefly in the site listing.

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SUMMARY FOR SOUTHWESTERN REGION 

Researchers: Marilyn Minden, Gabriel Tobar, Judy Thompson 

The researchers compiled information on 352 sites identified in this 
Region, of which 89 (or 25%) were not previously in MoE files. The newly- 
identified sites were mainly small and in rural areas, though a few were 
built-up sites in urban areas. 

The coverage of the Southwestern Region can be considered largely 
complete, although a number of the smaller municipalities in the Owen Sound 
District were not contacted owing to lack of time near the end of the study 
causing a decision to concentrate on the more developed portions of the 
otherwise relatively thinly populated counties involved. It is expected 
that few unidentified sites have been missed, since the District Office had 
obtained a good response to their earlier letters to the municipalities. 

In this Region, industrial concentration is significant in the London, 
Windsor and Sarnia areas, and further significant industry has long been 
distributed over most of the smaller cities and towns for many decades. A 
productive agricultural base in nearly all rural areas has also lead to a 
significant representation of agricultural chemical production and 
distribution in the area. The researchers were able to contact a relatively 
lengthy list of industries in most counties, as noted in the county summaries, 

The City of London has a large number of old sites, and the occurrence 
of some specific problems has lead the city to have the sites tested by 
consultants in 1978. Several sites were considered active methane producers, 
and all are relatively close to development or watercourses. 

In other cities, while the number of older sites is smaller than in 
London, some potential problems may exist and comments occur in the county 
summaries.

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LONDON DISTRICT 

County of Elgin (Gabriel Tobar, June, 1979) 

Elgin has been a predominantly agricultural county, with significant 
industry developing mainly in St. Thomas. Much of this industry is relatively 
recent. 

All of the 17 municipalities were successfully contacted, and a total of 
3^ sites were identified. Of these, 11 were newly identified; four were 
formerly certified and the remainder otherwise known to MoE. The District 
Office post-study review indicated that they have knowledge of an additional 
15 sites in St. Thomas, not included in the above total. 

Outside MoE, the primary contacts were with municipal clerks and road 
superintendents. Although waste disposal in the county is now well organized, 
it was much more scattered in past decades, leading to a profusion of small 
sites in some townships. Few of these pose evident problems although they 
often are located in ravines or adjacent to watercourses. 

Of the urban sites, in St. Thomas a number have been gas tested with 
negative results. In Aylmer, site 6006 is being built upon, but it is 
reported that the town has studied the site.

Middlesex has a long-established industrial base as well as extensive 
agricultural activity. Industry is concentrated in London, with a population 
over 250,000, although several smaller centres also have industr'al 
establ 1 shments. 

All 23 municipalities were successfully contacted, and all but one 
township had a former site. A total of 77 sites were identified, of which • 
}h were newly identified; 9 were formerly certified and the remaining 5b 
were also known to MoE. The rural sites tended to be small and dispersed, 
with few evident problems although many are located relatively close to 
watercourses or buildings. 

The City of London contains 36 old waste sites, which were tested for 
methane in 1 978 for the city by consultants. Many of these sites are quite 
old and have been built over, making their precise extent impossible to 
determine. The more recent sites are generally in parkland or open space, 
but are close to development and many were shown to be active methane 
producers in the 1978 tests. 

Of the sites in the towns and townships, site 5003 in Strsthroy has 
been built upon, but gas tests are reported negative. The characteristics 
of sites are briefly summarized in the site listing.

Besides an extensive agricultural base, Oxford has considerable 
activity in quarrying, seed, feed, chemical fertilizer and light manufacturing 
industries. Industries are located mainly in Woodstock, Ingersoll and 
Till sonburg. 

All of the 8 municipalities were successfully contacted, as well as 
the main industries. Some k$ sites were identified, of which 17 were 
newly identified. Two sites were formerly certified and the remaining 26 
were otherwise known to MoE. 

In Oxford, a number of municipal sites have been used for the disposal 
of industrial wastes. A number of sites close to developed areas showed 
signs of gas emission, leachates or pollution of adjacent water bodies, as 
noted briefly in the site listing. The four Ttllsonburg sites are in 
marshy terrain and have signs of either gas or leachate. 

Rural sites were generally small and unproblemat ic , but several others 
may cause concern. Site 2024 in Norwich is adjacent to a creek which 
appears contaminated. Two sites in Zorra Township, 2032 operated formerly 
by Mugford Disposals and 2033 (Thamesford) , show leachate flows.

County of Perth (Gabriel Tobar, late June, 1979) 

Perth is a largely agricultural county, with some manufacturing 
industries and food processors. The major urban centre is Stratford, with a 
population of 27,000. 

All 16 municipalities were successfully contacted, and a total of 
13 sites were identified. One was formerly certified, 9 were already 
known to MoE and three were newly identified. 

The old sites in Perth appear to present few evident problems. Site 
6046 in Mitchell is close to a river and houses, and sites 60*fl and 60^3 
in North Easthope Township are near houses. Also, the three Stratford 
sites are close to development, but are well known. One (6031) is on the 
city limits, adjacent to the current certified site just outside the 
boundary.

The primary activities in Kent are agriculture, manuf actur I rg , service 
industries and food processing. The major centre is Chatham, with a 
population of *t0,000. 

Of the 22 municipalities in the county, six were not contacted since 
time was short and they had replied earlier to the MoE that they contained 
no former waste sites. These are the Towns of Bothwell, Dresden and 
Wallaceburg; Villages of Highgate and Thamesville; Township of Zorra. It 
is unlikely that significant sites would be found there, since the towns 
and villages are of small extent and the reported information is undoubtedly 
val id . 

While the rural sites were generally not problematic, with characteristics 
as noted in the site listing, industrial wastes are close to developed 
areas in Chatham, Tilbury and Camden. These sites are 2063, 2059 and 
607^, respectively. It should also be noted that different informants gave

The main activities in Bruce are agriculture, tourism and seasonal 
recreation. There are no major urban centres, wi th three towns having between 
4,000 - 5,000 population. 

There are 31 municipalities in the county, of which 18 were contacted 
in the field. The other 13, smaller municipalities with low area population, 
had responded that they had no former sites to an earlier MoE request, and 
this information was confirmed with a telephone contact only. While we 
expect few important sites to have been overlooked because of this pro- 
cedure, there may be a number of small sites or roadside dumps still unreported 

There was a total of 18 sites identified, of which 15 were already 
known to MoE. While a number of these sites, as noted by their character- 
istics in the site listings, are close to water or development, none posed 
evident problems.

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County of Grey (Marilyn Minden £ Judy Thompson, late Aug., 1979) 

Grey County is largely devoted to agriculture, with some manufacturing 
industry in the towns. Owen Sound is the largest centre, with 20,000 
population. 

Of the 27 municipalities in Grey, six villages and five townships were 
not surveyed since they had responded to an earlier MoE request that they 
had no sites, and this information was believed to be reliable. Few important 
sites are likely to have been missed by this procedure. 

Some kl sites were identified, with only 5 being newly identified. 
All of the remainder were known to MoE, with 3 being certified. Generally, 
the rural sites were unproblemat ic, with characteristics as noted in the 
listings, although sites 2096 and 2100 in Holland Township have houses on 
site and 2091 in Clarksburg is relatively close to several homes. 

In Owen Sound, several of the sites have been monitored for gas emissions 
in residential areas or for leachate in springs near the Niagara Escarpment. 
The following municipalities were not contacted directly because replies 
from the 1978 survey carried out by the Owen Sound MoE office indicated they 
had no sites, and this information is believed to be reliable.

Huron is a predominantly agricultural county, with a considerable 
amount of seasonal tourism. There is some light industry, mainly in 
Goderich, the largest town. 

Of the 26 municipalities, four small towns (Clinton, Exeter, Hensall, 
Zurich) the Village of Brussels and the Townships of McKillop and Usborne 
had earlier indicated to MoE that they contained no former waste sites. 
Since time was short and the information was believed to be reliable, 
these municipalities were not contacted.

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SARNI.A DISTRICT 

County of Lambton (Judy Thompson, mid-Aug., 1979) 

The County of Lambton has considerable agricultural production, and 
there is a heavy concentration of petroleum and chemical processing industry 
in Sarnia. 

Of the 21 municipalities, six villages (Forest, Petrolia, Alviston, 
Arkona. Grand Bend and Oil Springs) and Wyoming Township had replied that 
they had no former waste sites within their limits in response to an earlier 
MoE survey. This information was considered to be reliable and these 
municipalities were not further contacted in order to conserve time for some 
industrial coverage in Lambton. 

Some 21 sites were identified, of which all but two were known to 
MoE. In the rural areas, sites were generally small and dispersed. Site 
6081 in Moore Township is an exception, being the large industrial waste 
site <nown as Goodfel low 1 s. 

In Sarnia and adjoining Point Edward, all sites are close to buildings. 
The Sarnia Fire Department has tested sites 51 16, 5117, 5118 and 5120 in 
July 1978 for methane, and had negative findings.

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WINDSOR DISTRICT 

County of Essex (M. Minden, G. Tobar, J. Thompson, late July, 1979) 

Both agriculture and manufacturing are prominent in Es 5 5x, with the 
major industrial concentration in Windsor, population 200,000. 

All of the 23 municipalities in Essex were contacted, with kh sites 
identified. Of these 12 were newly identified, four were formerly certified 
and the remaining 28 were otherwise known to MoE. 

As the primary industrial centre of long standing, the Windsor sites 
may have significant amounts of industrial wastes. All are close to develop- 
ment or are built upon, and some emit gas. Site 6056 may be most problematic 
due to its large size, but 6055, 6057, 6050 and 6052 are also large. It 
was difficult to obtain data on the composition of waste in old sites in 
Windsor. Two sites, 5098 in Maiden and 5093 in Kingsville, exhibited 
leachate problems. Site 2046 in Belle River has uncovered junk wastes and 
20^7 in the Town of Essex has uncovered garbage, as does 2051 in Maidstone. 

Some of the many industries in the City of Windsor were contacted. 
However, only two industries (Ford Motor Co. of Canada and Amchem Products 
Inc.) reported sites (6066, 6052 and 6065) on their own properties. Most 
of the industries reported that their waste went either to the Municipal 
sites or to the Detroit River, carried by contracted haulers. The 
industries contacted were:
